groups—animals and plants. Each

janimals on earth, we should find 
that some of them, including hum- 
jan beings, have a backbone. We 
call these vertebrates (backboned 
janimals). Animals that have no 
backbones at all we call inverte- 
|brates (not-backboned animals) 
There are some animals, such 
jas the lancet or amphioxus, 
|the tunicates, that stand between 
these two great groups. These are 
called the lower chordates and 
have only a gristle-like rod instead 
of a backbone
